TAMMANY IS ALLOWED TO 


The Platform, Broad and General, 
Condemns Executive Recklessness, 
Opposes Trusts and Demands Re- 
forms in the Public Service—Coun- 
try Crushingly Defeats City Dele- 
gation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 19.—The Demo- 
cratic state convention which adjourned at 
10:30 o’clock Monday night, instructed New 
York's delegates to the St. Louis con- 
vention to support Judge Alton B. Parker 
for President. The unit rule was adopted, 
and the 78 votes of the Empire state will 
be cast for Judge Parker in the national 
convention. The motion to instruct New 
York’s delegates was carried by a vote of 
301 to 149. 

David B. Hil, leading the Parker forces, 
administered a crughing defeat to Charles 
B’. Murphy, the Tammany leader, who has 
been fighting for months for an uninstruct- 
ed delegation to St. Louis. 

The convention all day long hung on the 
attitude of Tammany. Unceasing efforts 
were made to make such concessions as 
would bring Charles F. Murphy and his 
followers into line to vote for instructions. 
Much of the bitter feeling which prevailed 
had been allayed, but Senator Hill’s dem- 
onstration to save McCarren in Brooklyn 
by electing a new state committee was re- 
sénted by Tammany, and the bad faith 
with which Tammany charged Hill could 
not casily be forgotten. 

Hill, as the absolute master of the con- 
vention, had determined that his friends 
should be rewarded and his enemies pun- 
ished. This is almost his invariable rule. 
Two years ago this policy cost the Demo- 
crats the governorship and the entire state 
ticket. 


Although Judge Parker's political for- 
tunes are at stake and a very little thing 
might turn the scale one way or the other, 
Hill was appartntly obdurate; he insisted 
on going ahead and electing the new state 
committees and placing his own men on 
guard everywhere. He proposed not to ecn- 


sult Tammany either in the selection of 
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delegates and alternates at large or auy 
electors at large. He planned also to throw 
out every delegate opposed to his political 
will whose seat was contested. His policy 
of ruling with an iron hand bade fair to 
throw the convention into turmoil. 


JUDGE PARKER TOOK A HAND. 


At this point the harmonizing influence of 
Judge Parker became an important factor 
Although af Esopus, Judge Parker’s views 
in favor of conservative action and de- 
cent treatment of all Democrats were well 
known here through William F. Sheehan, 
the former lieutenant-governor of the state, 
who has recently spent many hours with 
Judge Parker, going into all details of the 
situation.

His 
original intention had been to throw out 
everybody who did not wear the Hill 
brand. 


ENTHUSIASM ONLY FOR PARKER 


The convention lacked enthusiasm. There 
was a genuine outburst of applause fo1 
Judge Parker when the resolution of in- 
structions was read, but it lasted only % 
seconds. It was in this same hall thai 
Hill's 
Chicago was elected at the famous “‘snap” 
convention of 1892. 

It was the beginning of the downfall 01 
the convention in New York State, and 
they have been out of power ever since. 
With an unbroken record of defeat a 
every state election except in 1897, wher 
‘Alton B. Parker, the favorite son of yes: 
terday’s convention, was elected chief jus- 
‘tice of the court of appeals. It is only inter- 
esting as a historical colncidence that th 
renaissance of the Democracy, killed ané 
buried in consequence of the snap conven 
tion, should have been held in this same 
hall, 

In the convention Mr. Murphy put for- 


ward Tammany’s two star orators—Bourke 
Cockran dnd ‘thomas F. Grady—in a final 
effort to defeat an instructesi delegation. 
They carefully refrained, as Mr. urph 
has all along, from making any personal 
attack on Judge Parker. In fact, the 
praised the New York jurist and declare 
that Tammany Hall was a better frien 
of Parker. than many of the eminent 
statesmen who were insisting on an in 
structed delegation. 


TAMMANY WAS OBDURATE. 

After they had been defeated on the 
froll call the Tammany men did not join 
in making the instructions for Parker 
unanimous. The resolution of instruction 
was admitted by a viva voce vote and 
the great chorus of “yeas” was followed 


by a few discordant “nays” from the 
Tammany men. 

The substitution of George Ehret, @ 
New York brewer, as a delegate at large 
for August Belmont was effected after 
a day of unflagging diplomatic efforts, 
which, after many failures, finally re- 
sulted in success an huur after the time 
set for the opening of the night session. 
It was one of the strange ironies of the 
situation that the two men who brought 
it about have been the rivals of Mr. Mur- 
phy in Tamany Hall, James J. Mar- 
tin and Maurice Featherstone. The 
the men who, after all efforts failed, ef- 
fected an agreement by which Murphy 
consented to name George Ehret as @ 
delegate from the state at large. 

By the same arrangement Murphy also 
had Harry rig be Whitney as an elector- 
at-large and Congressman Francis Bur- 
ton Harrison as an alternate at large to 
the St. uis convention. James T. 
Woodward of New York, the other elec- 
tor at large, is president of the Hanover 
National Bank and a friend of August 
Belmont. 

The platform, which, aside from the 
resolutions of instructions, was adopted 
by unanimous vote, was the handiwork 
of Mr. Hill. He had written similar 
platforms many times before. It is con- 
servative and in this respect clearly 
shows the influence of Judge Parker. But 
Judge Parker's friends were overridden 
in their desire to have nothing but a 
brief allusion to national issues in a sim- 
ple resolution. 

Many of the things in the platform can 
be subscribed to by every voter with- 
out regard to party. 


TOMMANY’S FINAL EFFORT. 


Before the adoption of the majority re- 
port on resolutions the Tammany forces 
offered a minority resolution, on which

The newcomer has been named Louisa 
Francis Eihinang—-the first name for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition and also for 
the mother’s native province of Louisa; 
the second name for President David R. 
Francis, and the last name for the mother, 
whose surname is Eihinang. 


The father’s name ig Fayas, and both he 
and the mother are 22 years of age. They 
were married in the Philippines in Febru-

LOS ANGELES, April 19.—Stops included, 
50 minutes for the 39 miles between New- 
port Geach and Los Angeles is the time 
promised by the Newpé@rt Beach Coast line, 
which hopes to have its road completed 
and in operation by June 1. A spved of 100 
miles an hour, it is calculated, may be 
maintained for considerable distances along 
certain sections of the road with the ut- 
most safety to passengers.

dividualism of 30 years ago has been lost 
in vast mergers of capital.”’ 

The platform of his proposed new politi- 
cal party was outlined by the speaker as 
follows: 

Recognition of the fact that the corpora- 
tion is “here to stay’’ and cannot be driven 
out by a “mad dog”’ policy. 

A demand that the capitalization of a 
corporation shall represent its assets. 


Insistence that the great seal of a state 
shall not be employed to sanction the ex- 
istence of institutions “‘born bankrupt.’”’ 

Restriction on the organization of corpor- 
ations “of Eiffel tower construction.” of- 
fering ‘‘ground floor privileges’’ to a few 
stockholders. 

The subjection of all corporations to gov- 
ernment supervision.

OGDEN TRAGEDY DUE 
TO MIXED BLOOD 


Mrs. Stone Killed Her Husband and 
Self Because He Didn’t 
Like It, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OGDEN, Utah, April 19.—The shadow of 
his dead first wife and the discovery that 
the woman whom he had married as his 
second wife had in. her veins a strain of 
negro blood, was the cause of the murder 
of Clarence J. Stone by his wife and her 
subsequent suicide. 

Stone came from one of the most promi- 
nent and wealthy families in Ogden. He 
married Miss Edith Cave in this city and 
they had two children. About three years 
ago she died. | He was grief-stricken, and, 
as his friends now say, “lost his grip.”" A 
year ago he was sick in Denver. Miss 
Patience Lacanite, whom he had met there, 
sympathized with him in his ilness and 
nursed him to recovery. He married her. 

Before their marriage he knew that in 
her veins coursed the blood of ow | an- 


mingle with his family and she became 
bitter over his racial prejudice. Her bit- 
terness was increased by the discovery that 
he apparently cherished in his heart the 
memory of his first wife, placing her above 

all other women. 

She demanded that she be allowed to 
take care of his two children by his first 
wife. He refused, declaring they must re- 
main in the charge of his first wife's sis- 
ter, Miss Madeline Cave. Despite her pro- 
testations he was firm. 

At last she determined that, rather than 
live with the knowledge that her husband 
still loved a dead woman more than he 
loved her and that a racial barrier pre- 
vented her being received by his family, 
she would end his Hfe and her own. 

They were found dead in their room to- 
gether last night. He had been dead for 
hours: she was expiring. Her arms were 
tightly clasped about his neck and her lips 
were pressed to his. She never recovered 
consciousness, Uying half an hour after 
being found.

POPE ASKED TO 
SHORTEN PRAYERS 


New York Priests Petition Head of 
the Church to Rearrange Offi- 
ces of the Breviary. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 19.—The Catholic 
priests of the archdiocese of New York, 
through Archbishop Farley, have peti- 
tioned his holiness, Pope Pius X, to reduce 
the number of prayers which they must 
repeat each day from the Breviary. 

The Breviary contains psalms, lessons, 
homilies and prayer, and the special por- 
tions assigned for any particular Jay con- 
stitute what is called the Divine Office. 
Each priest must read, not merely with 
the eye, but with distinct, although it may 
be. silent articulation, each and all these 
portions. The adjustment of the specified 
portions of the office to the “ordinary” 
portiong which are read every day, is a 
matter of considerable difficulty, and is reg- 
ulated by a complicated system of fabrics. 
The offices are distinct from the public 
service in which the priest takes part, the 
masses, vespers, etc. 

The offices are, in fact, the private de- 
votion of the priest. -The petition which 
was sent to the Pope through the Arch- 
bishop called the attention of the head 
of the church to the fact that tnese pri- 
vate devotions consume 90 minutes of time 
each day. There are prayers for. each 
saint, some long, some short. On Sundays 


there are not only the ferial, but also the 
Dominical offices. The burden of parish 
pork ‘is great In New York, especially on 

indays and special days, and the priests 
ask that they be allowed to use the cal- 
endar in force in Brooklyn. 

Bishop McDowall was ordained in Rome, 
and he and all his priests say the Roman 
calendars, which have more fast days, with 
shorter offices. The New York calendar 
contains more saints’ days with longer of-

They may say part at a time.

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THE FAMOUS DISH 
OF POT AU FEU 


MERICANS are apt to take their 
A ideas of French cooking from. the 
fare of hotels and restaurants or, at 
best, formal dinners partaken of during a 
limited stay abroad. They have never had 
the good fortune ‘to become acquainted 
with the French home cooking, which 1s 
simpler, more economical and more whole- 
some than that of the cafes. 

Of infinitely greater interést to house- 
keepers on this side of the water are the 
menus of well-to-do French families. These 
combine economy with deliciousness in a 
way from which we can learn much. 

In common with most European coun- 
tries, France has a national] dish. This is 
the famous pot au feu, also called con- 
somme, bouillon, and S8ometimes petite 
marimte, from the pot in which it is pre- 
pared. 

Proiperly speaing, pot au feu means the 
bouillon’ and the boiled beef that has served 
to make the bouillon. For the beef, too, 
is almost always eaten, less for economy’s 
sake than by preference. 


Of course, a good piece of beef is neces- 
sary. Rich and poor make the dish alike, 
but the very poor take a cheaper cut of 
the meat. 

If best results are expected, use an iron 
pot lined with porcelain, which is reserved 
especially for this purpose. The food is 
apt to lose its flavor if cooked tn anything

previously been boiled—ham, fish, cabbage, 


ecaulifiower, for example. 
Here is a list of the Ingredients necessary 


Two pounds lean beef plate. 

One pound lower round of beef. 
A knuckle bone. 

Three quarts of water. 

Four good-sized leeks. 

Three medium-sized carrots. 
Two medium-sized white turnips. 
One stalk of celery. 

A few sprigs of parsley. 


One onion—medtum. size. 

Five cloves. 

One teaspoonful (smal!) of kitchen bou- 
quet. 

Two tablespeonfuls of galt, 
per. 

Begin by scraping the carrots and cutting 
them in two. Peel the turnips and divide 
these also. Cut the leeks ‘where the white 
part begins; wash, tle the white parts in a 
small bundle, tying the green part into a 
bundle with the parsley and celery. Peel 
the onions and stick the cloves into it. Put 
the meat into the pot with cold water, cov- 
ering it and placing it over the fire. 
Watch it closely, in order‘to remdve the 
scum with a skimmer, as soon as thi 
begins to rise, It must not boi] until thorg 
oughly well skimmed. When it boils too 
quickly the scummy portion goes to the 
bottom and renders the soup murky. When 
it bolls add the salt, the onion with cloves, 
the parsley, celery, green part of the leeks, 
uhe carrots and turnips. Cover and simmer 
for three heurs. Now add the white part 
of the leeks, and boil two hours longer. 
The dish is now ready, except for the ad-

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United States Circuit 


ST. PAUL, April 19.—In the United States 
Circuit Court today Judges Sanborn, 
Thayer, Vandevanter and Hook whani- 
mously denied the application of Harriman 
and Pierce and the Oregon Short Line Rail- 
road Co. for leave to intervene in the case 
of the United States against the Northern 
Securities Co. on the following grounds: 

First—The plan of the directors of the 
Northern Securities Co. for the distribution 
of the stock of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific Railway Co. is not vidla- 
tive of the decree in the Northern Securi- 
ties case. 

Second—No one but the United States can 
successfully appeal to the court to en- 
join the execution of that plan on the 
ground that it is in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and the United States 
expresses satisfaction with the present de- 
cree. 

Third—The stock of the two railway com- 


panies is not in the custody of the court. 
Fourth—Intervention is not nécessary to 
enable the petitioners to protect any 
pecuinary interest or equity they have. 
Judge Thayer delivered the opinion 
the court. ; 
The formal entry of the court is as fol- 


lows: 

“The application of Kdward H. Harri- 
man, Winslow 8S. Pierce and the Oregon 
Short Line Railroad Co. for leave to in- 
tervene in this case was heard before this 
court on April 12th and 13th, 1904, and, aft- 
er due consideration, it is hereby ordered 
that the said one be and the same 
is hereby denied.

Court’s Analysis 
of the Proceedings. 


In discussing the reasons for the decree 
after reciting the grounds put forth by Har- 
riman and Pierce for leave to imtervene, 
the court says: 

“The principal ground, as it seems, on 
which the petitioners, Harriman and Pierce, 
base their application to intervene, is that 
it is necessary to the due enforcement of 
the decree that they should be admitted 
into the cause as parties, and be allowed 
to raise further issues and obtain further 
orders. It is undoubtedly true that a sup- 
plemental bill may be filed in a case after 
a final decree, for the purpose of fully exe- 
cuting it when, after the decree is entered, 
ome action is taken or unforeseen events 
have occurred which will prevent its en- 
forcement unless some further orders or 
directions are g*ven. But we fail to per- 
ceive that further orders are necessary in 
the case in hand to insure the due execu- 
tion of the decree according to its terms. 
The decree was wholly prohibitory. It en- 
joined the doing of certain threatened atts, 
and so long as these acts are not done it 
énforces itself and no further action look- 
ing to its enforcement is deemed essential. 


Court Expected 


Division of Stock. 

“When the decree was entered it was as- 
sumed by the court that when the stock 
was thus rendered valueless in the hands 
of the Securities company the stockholders 
of that company would be able and like- 
wise disposed to make some disposition of 
the stock which, under all the circum- 
stances of the case, would be fair and just, 
and would restore it to the markets of the 


world, where it would have some value in- 
stead of being a worthless commodity. It 
was thought that the duty of thus disposing 
of it could be safely left-to the stockhold- 
ers of the Securities company and ‘that, if 
any controversy arose in the discharge of 
this function, in view of the situation that 
had been created by the decree, it would be 
a controversy that would properly form the 
subject .matter of an independent suit be- 
tween the parties imediately interested. 

‘It was said in argument that one oe 
pose of the intervention is to have that 
clause of the decree which is now merely 
permissive made mandatory. But this 
would be to modify the provisions of a de- 
cree which has now become final by af- 
firmance and make an order which we ex- 
pressiy and on full consideration declined 
to make when the decree was entered. This 
we must decline to do.’’ 

In speaking of the contentions of Harrit- 
man and Pierce that the proposed plan of 
disposing of the stock of the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern Railway Co.'s 
would result in leaving the control of the 
two railroads in the hands of persons who 
co-operated in forming the Securities Co., 
the court says: 


Practically Amounts 
to New Proceeding. 


“The issues suggested are disputed and 
debatable questions of fact which the 
parties would be entitled to litigate with 
witnesses and evidence after leave to in- 
tervene had been granted and we decline 
te consider them or the affidavits or ex- 
cerpts which present them upon this mo- 


tion. According to well established rules, 
the petitioner cannot intrude into this 
litigation merely to protect the public in- 
terest so long as the government is pres- 
ent by its attorney-general and expresses 
its disapproval of such intrusion. The pe- 
titioners can intervene only for the pro- 
tection of their own individual interests 
and for that purpose only in the event 
that they can obtain adequate protection 
in no other way. 

“The: United States stands on the decree 
as affirmed and submits that the court 
is only concerned to see that it is faith- 
fully observed by the defendants according 
to its terms. In view of this declaration 
on the part of the United States it is to be 
presumed that the government is disposed 
to permit the stockholders of the Securi- 
ties company to formulate some plan for 
the equitable disposition of the stock of 
the two railway companies, if they can do 
so, which will not be in violation of lay, 
feeling confident of its ability to dissolve 
any future combination in restraint of in- 
terstate commerce should one in fact re 
sult from any scheme that may be devised 
for the disposition of the stock of the two 
companies, and preferring to challenge the 
validity of any such combination by an in- 
denendent bill rather than by further pro- 
ceedings in this case.’’
